THE OPINION. 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 7. — The opinion 
rendered by Atty.-Gen. Hart on the ques- 
tions involved in the proposed 
SACRAMENTO, Jan. 6. 1895. 
To Hon. James H. Budd, Governor-elect 
of the State of California.—Dear Sir: In 
reference to your inquiries, first, as to 
whether the election of Governor can be 
contested under art. 7, chap. 2, of the Po- 
litical Code, secs. 288 to 295 inclusive; and 
second, whether the Legislature has the 
right to pass a law providing for the try- 


ing of a contest in reference to said of- 


fice, I will say that sec. 4 of art. 5 of the 
Constitution of 1879 provides: 

“The returns of every election for Gov- 
ernor shall be sealed up and transmitted 
to the seat of government directed to the 
Speaker of the Assembly, who shall, dur- 
ing the first week of the session, open and 
publish them in the presence of both 
houses of the Legislature. The person 
having the highest number of votes shall 
be Governor; but, in cage any two or 
more have an equal and the highest num- 
ber of votes, the Legislature shall, by 
joint vote of both houses, choose one of 
such persons having an equal and the 
highest number of votes for Governor.” 

This section is the same as it was in 
the original Constitution of the State of 
California, and at the time of the con- 
stitut tonal convention in 1879, the terms 
of this section were not discussed, and 
therefore no views of the convention as 
to its terms are of record. This section 
declares that the returns shall be sealed 
up and transmitted to the seat of the 
government, directed to the Speaker of 
the Assembly, who shall, during the first 
week of the session, open and publish 
them in the presence of both houses of 
the Legislature. This section also de- 
clares that the person having the highest 
number of votes (as shown by the returns) 
shall be Governor. If two or more have 
an equal and the highest number of votes, 
the Legislature shall then proceed to elect. 
‘It is quite certain that this section is 
self acting and requires no legislation for 
the examination of the returns, or to 
consider and announce the result. Even 
if two persons shall receive an equal num- 
ber of votes, and one of them should 
have obtained a portion of his votes in an 
jnegal or improper manner, there would be 
no way for the other to make a contest 
to show that had actually received the 
greater number of votes; notwithstanding

TERRORS, 
| CROOKED 


With His Wife He Sallied Forth 
with Horse and Buggy to Rob 
Houses in the Suburbs 

of Chicago. | 


‘ By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 7.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A Chicago special says that 
Frank Steadman, arrested at Los Angeles, 
and who is an escaped convict from two 
prisons, made a reputation for himself as 
a criminal in this city last year. He was 
sentenced to Joliet for seven years by 
Judge Dunne on May 15: At that time 
thirty-six charges of burglary were stand- 
ing against him. Steadman, his wife, 
Anna Steadman, and three accomplices, 
had plundered the northwestern suburbs 
for six months before they were arrested. 
They had purchased a cottage out on the 
prairie, and from there sallied out in the 
evening with horse and buggy to rob 
bouses in adjoining suburbs. 
on February 10, officers of Irving Park | 
Ststlon raided the den of thieves, made 
four arrests and secured $10,000 worth of 
stolen goods. Steadman escaped through 
a window. Later he was arrested in a 
| neighboring barn. Kelly and Turner were 
sentenced to Joliet for seven years each 
on May 8. and Maggie Turner for three 
years on the same date. The Steadman 
woman was given her liberty, as she was 
ill. Steadman pleaded guilty and was 
given the same sentence as the other two 
men. He escaped from Joliet, October 27, 
and was not heard of again until arrested 
at Los Angeles.

The 
Senator neglected to mention the fact 
that there are many incidental grants 
of power in the Constitution which are 
operative, forceful and binding as are 
those that are nted in express terms. 
The Constitution, fortunately for the 
present and future prosperity, the power, 
the grandeur and glory ofthis country, 
is not silent upon the subject of the reg- 
ulation of commerce with foreign nations 
and among the several States, nor is it 
silent upon the general subject for the 
common defense and the promotion of the 
general welfare. 

“The Constitution is, and always was, 
silent upon express terms upon the sub- 
ject of acquisition of foreign territory. 
It is silent and always was so in express 
terms as to the right to purchase Florida 
from Spain, Louisiana from France and 
an empire each from Mexico and Russia; 
but not being silent upon the great fun- 
damental questions of common defense and 
the genéral welfare and the regulation 
of commerce in which are included and 
compre all those necessary inciden- . 
tal powersizand in the Absence of which 
our goverhmeént would be a feeble, hob- 
bling, dapendent confederacy instead of 
a grand, Independent, progressive nation. 

We have moved onward under different 
and adverse administrations and have ac- 
quired these immense territories, thus 
demonstrating the wisdom of the funda- 
mental law given us by the fathers, as also 
our indépendence and supremacy among 
the nations. In the face of those grand 
achievements which have received the in- 
dorsement of generations past and present 
and which have added so immeasurably to 
the dignity and greatness and grandeur 
and power of our republic, must we be 
told today that there is no constitutional 
power in Congress to aid in the construc- 
tion of a great national and international 
interoceanic waterway connecting the two 
great oceans, bringing into close business, 
social and commercial relations the two 
sides of the continent, which will do more 
to promote the general welfare in a com- 
mercial, naval and social sense and, at

Representative Johnson of 
Ohio secured immediate consideration for 
a resolution. instructing the Judiciary 
Committee to investigate the charges and, 
without debate, the resolution was 
adopted. The charges are made under 


oath by 8. J. Ritchie of Akron, O., aj 


wealthy citizen and capitalist. While di- 
rected mainly at Judge Ricks, they indi- 
rectly affect Judge Burke and ex-United 
States Senator Payne of Cleveland. 
Ritchie gives the names of a formidable 
array of counsel in Washington, Cleveland 
and Akron, fetained in his behalf. The 
charges involve losses reaching $6,000,000, 
which Ritchie claims to have suffered in 
decisions made by Judge Ricks affecting 
Canadian copper and nickel mines. 

The memorial covers twelve typewritten 


pages, and tells of the discovery of val- | 


uable copper and nickel deposits at Sun- 
bury Junction in Canada, by the me- 
morialist in 1885, which have become 
world-wide in fame, and have supplied all 
the nickel for armor plates used in the 
the United States navy and by the Euro- 
pean governments. In order to develop 
them, ‘to organize corporations, and to 
bulld a connecting railway, he says he 
associated himself witn Stephe 

Henry B. Payne and Thomas W. Cornell, 
who were at that time believed to be 
trustworthy and ‘honorable. The corpora- 
tions were known as the Canadian Cop- 


per Company and the Anglo-American 


Iron Company, with principal offices at 
Cleveland.” 

Ritchie avers that, in 1890, he nego- 
tiated in England for the sale of the prop- 
erty for $15,000,000, when, his petition al- 
dees, his associates commenced to put 
into execution a thoroughly-planned and 
infamous scheme to rob himself and his 
wife, who had the largest interests.“ To

This action declares 
that the person receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes shall be-Governor. 
coming Governor a persom can be re- 
moved only by impeachment, resignation, 
etc. There is no provision in the Consti- 
tution for impeaching or removing a Gov- 
ernor because be did not getually receive 
the highest number of votes. 

Again chap. 2, art. 7, Political 
Code, practically constitutes the commit- 
tee therein a political court for the pur- 
pose of determining the election of a gov- 
ernor who is not a member of either the 
Senate or the Assembly, and therefore it 
Is conferring judicial powers upon such 
committee regarding some person not a 
member of the Legislature. Such powers 
cannot be conferred upon such a commit- 
tee. To do so would be infringing upon’ 
the judiciary powers of the State. The 
legislative and judicial powers of the State 
‘are vested in separate branches of the 
State government, and one can infringe 
upon the other only in cases where the 
Constitution so expressly provides. 

It may be said that this construction 
may have the effect of perpetuating fraud 


} if any existed, but even if this be so, the 


people have settled the matter for them- 
; selves by virtue of the adoption of sec. 4 
of art. 5 of the Constitution; and if 
that law contains no provision 
for the making of a contest, it is for the 
people of the State to remedy the law by 
amending the Constitution. The Constitu- 
tlon having no such provision, the Legisle- 
ture oannot. by an act passed by itself im- 
part Into the Constitution a condition 
Which does not exist therein. 

As the Constitution provides the mode 
tor announcing the result of, the election, 
the Legislature nothing to do with it 
other than to follow the provisions of 
the constitution. Therefore, I am of opin- 
ion that art. 7 of chap..2 of the Politi- 
cal Code, in so far as it relates to the Gov- 
ernor, is unconstitutional, as it purports 
to confer upon the Legislature, as a com- 
mittee f, judicial powers, Which, 
under the Constitution cannot be done.

upon the Legislature by the Constitution 
itself, but no such power is reserved to the 


ernor. 

I am furthermore of the opinion that the 
returns of. the vote for Governor should 
be cahyassed and announced in accordance 
with the, provisions of see. 4 of art. 5 
of the Constitution and that it is your im- 
perative right to have the vote so can- 
vassed and determined as there'n provided, 
and that any act of the Legislature at. 
tempting to modify those provisions of the 
Constitution by interpolating into the Con- 
stitution a condition not therein contained 
would of itself be and 
void. 

If the carryiag out of this ruling may 
have the effect sometime in the future of 
perpetuating in office a person elected by 
fraud it can be remedied only by the peo- 
ple amending their own organe law of the 
State.

- ABOUT POMONA VALLEY OLIVES. 
— 
4 valued correspondent writes to The 
Times as follows: 
“This is the height of the olive-pick- 
ing and pickling season in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and nowhere else is there such 


at.Pomona. It is estimated that the coun- 
ties south of the Tehachepi will produce 
this winter.some one hundred and ‘twenty 
thousand gallons of olives. Of this quan- 
tity, there are about fifty thousand gal- 
lons grown in Pomona Valley. The crop 
is a very short one in many localities, for 
u is believed that, with the large acreage 
of the fruit that has now come into. bear- 
ing, a full crop would be over two hun- 
dred thousand gallons. Pomona has paid 
more attention to the olive : than has any 
other locality in Califortta, with the pos- 
sible exception of Elwood Cooper's neigh- 
borhood, near Santa Barbara.. There are 
four olive-tree nurseries in Pomona that 
have sent out, in the aggregate, over 
four hundred thousand trees each winter 
for the past few years. Pomona peo- 
ple say that no locality in the world 
grows anywhere near many olive 
trees tor orchard plan 
Valley.

A line of steam wagon motors is to 
be put on between Reno and Virginia 
City, Nev., to haul freight and passen- 
gers, in competition with the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad Company, whose 
rates, it is claimed, are more than 
the traffic will bear. The road wagon 
line is d be put in operation next 
spring. It is said that one of these 
motors is capable of hauling fifty tons 
of freight over the steepest grade on 
the route, at the rate of six miles per 
hour. That isn't a very high rate of 
speed; to be sure, but it is confidently 
predicted that the project will solve 
the transportation problem fer that 
section.

AVALANCHES. 


Hamlets in the Pyrenees are Over- 
whelmed by Snow. 
PARIS, Jan. 7.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
In addition to the avalanche at Orlu in 
the canyon of Aix-les-Thermes, Pyrenees, 
Saturday, there has been a similar acci- 
dent at Bazerques in the department of 
Ariege. This avalanche killed three per- 
sons and seriously injured three others. 
In addition numbers of small hamlets 
have been overwhelmed with snow and 
avalanches, and many houses have been 
swept away in the mountain districts: of 
the southwest and east of France. The 
inhabitants were generally warned and 
escaped, but there have been several 
fatalities in addition to those already re- 
corded.

“gent” is considered more vulgar than 
the old word ‘“‘bhoy’’ and bohoy,“ ap- 


plied to the Bowery bhoys'“ by the New | 


Yorkers a generation ago. 
I believe in abbreviations, but not ab- 
surd ones, or when the abbreviations be- 
come vulgarisms. 
The richest specimen: of abbreviations 
that I have recently seen is where a cer- 
tain manager of book agents (you know 
what modesty the whole of that ilk has,) 
wrote a letter to the “‘wardens” of what 
he styles the “St. John’s Prot. pl. 

Epl.“ is 
pretty good, but his addressing the war- 
den’s as “gents’’ is better, and best of 
all is Rev. B. W. R. Tayler’s reply.

It is a 
short-sighted policy for dealers to ex- 
act such prices as to make this ex- 
cellent article of diet a luxury, for 
the quantity sold might be doubled 
or trebled if more reasonable prices 
prevailed. Moreover, fish is a more

A tee 6F slenin motors 
be put on between Reno and Virginia 
City, Nev., to haul freight and passen- 
gers, in competition with the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad Company, whose 
rates, it is claimed, are more than 
the traffic will bear. The road wagon 
line is ö be put in operation next 
spring. It is said that one of these 
motors is capable of hauling fifty tons 
of freight over the steepest: grade on 
the route, at the rate of six miles per 
hour. That isn’t a very high rate of 
speed; to be sure, but it is confidently 
predicted that the project will solve 
the transportation problem for that 
section. With good roads and short 
hauls, there are undoubtedly many sec- 
tions where traction engines could be 
employed to advantage, in competition 
with exorbitant railroad rates.

Breaks Up the Ice—Disastrous 
» Floods in Indiana Dam- 
age Apprehended,

BELLAIRE (O.,) Jan. 7.—The indications 
today are that the great flood of 1884 will 
be repeated. .The river is rising rapidly. 
The ice in the Ohio River and its tribu- 
taries broke up and ran out last night. 
Several barges were lost. Two bridges 
on the Cleveland, Loraine and Wheeling 
Railway were .washed away. Traffic on 
the road is completely blocked. All snow 
has melted and is gone. The lowlands 
will be flooded by tomorrow morning. 
People are moving to higher ground. 

DANGER AT PITTSBURGH. 

PITTSBURGH, Jan. 7.—There is a prob- 
ability of a flood if the river continues to 
rise any length of time at the present 
rate. A large amount of ice is coming 
out-of the Vouehioghenv. and at McKees- 
port the little steamer ‘Tillie was sunk. | 
Ice is also coming down the Allegheny, 
and the coffer dam at Harris Island is in 
danger. 

A twenty-five-foot stage in the Ohio 
River is expected here, and rivermen fear 
that it will reach thirty feet. Twenty- 
five feet will flood the mills along the 
river and cause damage to property. 
Thirty feet is considered the danger-line. 
It has been raining all night. 

LATER:—The river men are thoroughly 
alarmed. over tthe probability of a big 
flood at this point.

- Immense coal’ fleets were 
threatened with destruction. The Alle- 
gheny is also full of ice and is running 
like a torrent.

River men said today 
that they expected a stage of thirty feet, 
with a prospect of going still higher. In 
the great flood of 1884 the Allegheny rose 
to 33 feet, and great was done. 

There was great excitement along the 
Monongahela wharf all day.

THE NEW COUNCIL ENTERS ON ITS 
DUTIES—MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 
Numerous interesting features were de- 
veloped in the Council chamber yester- 
day in connection with the outgoing of 
the old and the inconiing of the new 
Councils. The proceedings were mostly 
without lack of harmony, although a little 
tilt was developed in the election of Park 
Commissioners. Snyder of the Second in- 
sisted that the Republ majority ought 
to be at least so courtedus as to permit 
the minority to name the Democratic mem- 
bers of the cOmmission. A show of tem- 
per was made, but it did not develop into 
active hostility. Teed of the Fifth acted 
somewhat unexpectedly in the vote on the 
election of Police Surgeon. After nomi- 
nating Dr. Bryant and voting for him on 
three or four ballots, enough Democratic 
votes changed over so that with Teed’s 
vote Bryant would have been elected. 
When Teed’s name, which is last on the 
roll, was called, however, on that ballot 
he voted for Dr. Maynard and there was 
no election. This action of Teed caused 
some comment, but was thought to be for 
the reason that he would not want to have 
the Democratic members afterward make 
the plea that their votes had secured the 
election, consequently they wanted reci- 
procity. Kingery of the Fourth sailed into 
business with a familiarity much like that 
of an old warhorse, but it seems he has 
had four years experience before some- 
where as an alderman or councilman. 
Others of the new members had evidently 
deen thinking about needed improvements 
in their respective wards, for they made 
a number of sidewalk and other motions, 

which, however, went to committees. 

CLOSING FORMALITIBS. 
The Council chamber gallery was filled, 
and the lobby was crowded when the re- 
_. tiring Council met yesterday morning at 
10 o’clock for the purpose of going through 
the formality of turning the control ot 
municipal affairs over to the incoming 
Council. The desks of the various mem- 
ders were decorated with bouquets, as 
were also those of the clerk and president.

“To the Honorable Council of the city 
of Los Angeles—-Gentlemen: In assuming 


the duties of the chief executive of the 


“Queen City of the Pacific Coast it 
seems to me eminently proper and appro- 
priate at the outset of this new adminis- 
tration to call your attention to the more 
immediate needs of the municipality, and 
to offer a tew suggestions with reference 
thereto, hoping that they will commend 
themselves for your future deliberation. 

In all matters pertaining to our future 


us to be mindful of the fact that the 
new administration, which today assumes 
charge of the affairs of this city, is 
pledged to the utmost economy in all mu- 
nicipal, matters consistent with the future 
welfare and interest of our growing com- 
munity. We realize the fact that the ex- 
pense of carrying on the affairs of a 
young and growing city like this is neces- 
sarily greater than in the older and more 
established cities of the East and it is, 
therefore, all the more ne to ex- 
ercise the greatest caution and economy 
in all public matters, and see that the 
city obtains full value for all its ex- 
penditures of public moneys. My observa- 
tions lead me to the conclusion that cities 
are healthy and prosperous in proportion 
ine cuterprise and liberality displayed 
by their public officers, and I am there- 
fore in favor of following a liberal policy 
in. all matters of public improvements, 
practicing economy without meanness, and 
encouraging progress without prodigality. 
“The growth of Los Angeles during 
the past ten years has been something 
extraordiaary, and its wonderful develop- 
ment in both its public and private affairs 
is not only marvelous, but beyond all 
comparison in the iine of municipal 
progress and prosperity with anything, on 
the Pacific Coast. We astonish even our- 
selves when we reflect that in ten years 
this city has added over 60,000 people to 
its population. Knowing this, and having 
an abiding faith in our future, it certainly 
is not unreasonable for us to presume 
that, under existing circumstances, the 
tide of trade and travel having turned 


‘our way, the growth of our city during 


the remaining years of the century will 
not only outstrip the past, but will over- 
reach the wildest dream of the most vis- 
ionary mind of the present day. It there- 
fone behooves us in making our calcula- 
tions for all municipal improvements, to 
anticipate our future, and to build on a 


exercise the greatest wisdom and fore- 
sight and endeavor to realize the possibil- 
ities of the future, and to build for the 
future. 

Probably the most essential thing to 
the beauty of a city, and the convenience 
of its inhabitants, is good highways. Much 
of the street work done ifi the past few 
years has not been up to the specifications, 
and while the law places the power of the 
acceptance of work in the Street Superin- 
tendent, still the general supervision 
which you have over the welfare of the 
city, would, I believe, justify your Board 


all such work in progress, and holding con- 
tractors, more strictly to the letter of the 
specifications. 

The contracts and specifications for 
sweeping and sprinkling streets are suffl- 
ciently explicit to insure good work, if 
lived up to, and I suggest that in addition 
to the inspection already required, you 

it the duty of the police to report in 
writing every twenty-four hours all in- 
stances of failure. to properly sweep or 
sprinkle any street, or portion thereof, on 
their respective beats. 

“The outfall sewer being completed we 
should, for sanitary reasons, push our lat- 
eral system to completion as rapidly as 
possible, 

“The subject of parks is one that is dear 
to most of our citizens, and I believe that 
liberal appropriations, carefully expended, 
will meet with unanimous approval from 
all classes. Especially does the time seem 
to have come for the improvement of Ely- 
sian Park, and I commend to your careful 
notice the fact that this work should be 
done upon some carefully prepared plan, 
fully investigated and settled upon before 
any considerable sum is expended. 

A contract having been éntered into for 
lighting our city during the next two years 
it will devolve upon you to see that its 
provisions are faithfully complied with. I 
would suggest that you make it the duty 
of all night patrolmen connected with the 
police department, to inspect the lights in 
their respective districts every night and

“Street railway franchises are granted 
with the expectation that the grantee will

Our police department is growing more 
efficient each year, and might, I believe, 
be made much more so if a more complete 
set of rules and regulations were adopted, 
and the qualifications, both mental and 
physical, of each officer made the test of 
his efficiency, rather than any question of 
‘political influence.’ I would recommend, 
through your honorable body, to the in- 
coming Police Commission that the officers 
now on the force, and all future appli- 
cants, be carefully examined by the board 
as to both mental and physical qualifica- 
tions, and as to their knowledge of the 
geography of the city, names of streets, 
and that only such men be retained and 
employed as pass this examination satis- 
factorily. 

“The department of public health is in 


city government, and too much care cannot 
be taken in the preservation of good sani- 
tary conditions. Every part of the city 
should be frequently and thoroughly in- 
spected by competent inspectors. The in- 
spection seems to be very inadequate at 
present, and I am informed it is by reason 
of a lack of help. I would commend this 
matter to your careful attention. 

The fire department might, in my opin- 
ion, be much improved by a reorganization 
much on the same lines suggested above 
in my reference to the police. 

“The Public Livrary is being conducted 
on a plan which has given us one of the 
finest institutions of the kind in the West. 
The principles of civil service reform seem 
to have been the guiding spirit in the 
conduct of the institution, and I believe 
the public will cheerfully ratify liberal 
appropriations to keep up efficient service 
in this department. 

The public schools are growing so rap- 
idly that, in my opinion, additional facil- 
ities are an absolute necessity. The edu- 
cation of the youth of the country is a 
branch of our municipal duties which ap- 
peals to our liberality more, perhaps, than 
any other, and, while a proper regard for 
economy should lead us to carefully scru- 
tinize all expenditures, still I believe that 
the community unanimously favors such 
appropriations as will insyre first-class ed- 
ucational facilities for our children. 

“It may not be amiss for me to call 
your attention to an important industry 
which has grown up in the western. por- 
tion of the city, and to the necessity of 
throwing about it certain safeguards... 1 
refer to the development of oil. It is the 
hope of, our citizens’ that this discovery 
of oil will solve for us the problem of

FROM THE RETIRING MAYOR. 

The following was received from Thomas 
E. Rowan, the retiring Mayor: 

„ro the Honorable City Council—Gen- 
tlemen: The time approaching at which 
we are to surrender to the people the trust 
committed to our charge, I present for your 
consideration some facts regarding the 
present dition and the progress made 
by the city during the past year, particu- 
larly. as shown in some of the annual re- 
ports: 

“The Superintendent of Buildings re- 
ports the issuance of 1795 building per- 
mits for construction, to cost $2,326,035. 

“The City Engineer reports 72 miles of 
sewers built at the expense of the city at 
a cost of $4699.75; 16.10 miles at a cost of 
$98,735.68 at the expense of the owners 
of the abutting property, while about 15 
miles are now under construction and 15 
miles more are projected. The total 
length of sewers in use at this time is 
66.71 miles, exclusive of the outfall sewer 


to ithe ocean. 


Streets paved during the year, .38 
miles, making 11.82 miles of paved streets 
now in use. Streets graded and graveled 
under the Vrooman act, 11.08 miles, at a 


-cost of $238,702.90, and 6.20 miles by pri- 


vate contract, at a cost unknown, making 
a total of 125.76 miles of graded.and grav- 
eled streets now in use. 

“Thirteen and eighty-four hundredths 
miles of cement and stone curb and 6.52 
miles of concrete sidewalks have also been 
constructed during che year. 8 

“The Chief of Police reports that there 
are at times 120 or more prisoners confined 
in the City Jail. As this jail was con- 
struc to keep perhaps 40 prisoners, and 
its sanitary condition is none of the best 
for even that number, it is not necessary 
to say that we must have a new jail. The 
two attempts that have been made to sell 
the property now used for that purpose, 
and with the proceeds construct a better 
and more commodious one having proven 
failures, I do not think the city is justified 


in waiting longer, but should find ways 


d means to construct a proper place 


an 
for the keeping of city prisoners without 


unnecessary delay. 

Under the supervision of the present 
Chief of Police, J. M. Glass, our city has 
been efficiently and honestly protected, es- 
pecially considering the fact that the po- 
lice force is not sufficient in number to do 
all the work required: The Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners has sustained the 
Chief of Police in his work, and it is to 

hoped that he may receive similar as- 
sistance in the future, and that politics 
may not be allowed to interfere with the 
good work being accomplished by the pres- 
ent department. 

“The fire department has, fortunately, 
not been called upon to show its efficie 
at any large fire, our city being unusually 
free from such disasters, but it is a pleas- 
ure to say that the department, as a whole, 
is now well equipped to the satisfaction 
even of insurance men, and that in its 
discipline and effectiveness it will bear 
comparison with that of any other city of 
the size of ours. The department being 
about to be reinforced by the addition of 
three combination chemical engi and 
hose wagons to its equipment it will be 
necessary to provide houses for their ac- 
commodation. We are now occupying ten 
rented buildings at a monthly rental of. 
$535, or $6424 yearly. The addition of three 
other houses at a rental of say $40 per 
month each will be $1440 per year, a total 
of $7860 yearly. This does not seem like 
municipal economy. We are paying rent 
sufficient in a very few years to pay for 
the lots and construct houses to accommo- 
date the whole department. 1 bp 5 
strongly recommend the policy of the ci 
owning all its engine-houses. 

“In the city schools there are: Pupils

In the kindergartens, 941; pupils in the

rimary and 
n the High School, 694, a total 
with 283 teachers. 

“Our schools will have an imperative 
need of 100 additional rooms for the open- 
ing of the schools in September. At the 
present time 1100 children are attending 
half-day schools, 600 are in unsanitary, 
temporary rooms, nearly a thousand are 
crowded into rooms, beyond receiving ca- 
pacity, probably one thousand are crowded 
entirely out of school. - Besides this, the 
present annual rate of increase is 1400. 
The present bonded school eb 
($150, is very light, compared with 
the entire indebtedness of the city ($1,260,- 
200.) The interests of a wealthy city like 
Los Angeles demand proportionate pro- 
vision for schools. 

“The municipal appropriation 
port of our schools has bee 
inadequate for several years past, and i 
is to be regretted that the provisions o 
our charter have not been made use of 
to more efficiently support otr schools, 
particularly during this period of rapid 
growth. Los Angeles is the only city 
in the State, as I am informed, providing 
public kindergarten instruction, 
ing an additional cost for maintenance and 
accommodation. Whatever may be ‘the 
other interests of the city, a conservative 
policy demands better provision for our 
schools. 

“Among the educational features that 
distinguish Los Angeles, the Public Li- 
brary is one of the most attractive, as 
is evidenced by the fact that there are 
today over eighteen thousand card-holders 
actively making use of its advantages. The 
number of volumes circulated for home use 
during the past year, according to the 
figures in the directors’ report, was 329,- 
405. This grewth has been attained in the 
last six years, during which time the li- 
brary has been administered in a highly 
successful manner. That this success is 
largely due to the system of making all 
appointments and promotions under ¢ivil 
service regulations, has generally 
acknowled and I trust that the insti- 
tution will continued on the same 
plan and kept free from political influence. 
The convenience of the public demands 


‘that the library be furnished, with more 


commodious quarters, and I recommend 
this subject to the serfous consideration 
of the new Council, A Jibrary building 
would be a great addition to the attractions 
of our fair city, and would, in my judg. 
ment, a paying investment. 
“The Health Officer reports 1182 deaths 
during the year, being 16.76 per 1000, on a 
very conservative estimate of 75,000 popu- 
lation. On what would be, perhaps, a more 
correct estimate of 85,000 population, it 
would be only 13.91 per thousand. Bither 
of these estimates, hawever, make a good

No mut- 
ter what it may be that causes the owner 
of a flock of fowls to follow inbreeding, 
the result is equally disastrous, for the 
vitality of the whole flock is lowered, its 
productiveness diminishes, and = progeny 
becomes dwarfed. There are those who 
advocate pretty close breeding in fowls, 
in ofder, as they say, to perpetuate the 
best characteristics of their stock, but 
oftener it is the weaknegses that are per- 
petuated, and more than overbalance the 
good derived from the practice if ever 
any comes from it. Bantams are notori- 
ously poor breeders and hard to bring to 
perfection, and this is simply because 
they have been inbred with the deliberate 
purpose of dwarfing them until the vitality 
of the stock has become reduced to such 
a low ebb that in many cases the chick 
cannot survive the first few weeks. Blood 
must be changed if the best results are 
to be got from the breeding of poultry, 
and he who does not do this will be sorry 
for his course if he perseveres in it for 
any length of time. .

within ten days after the officer has notice 
of his election or appointment. 

Under sec. 909 this oath of office so sub- 
scribed and sworn, must be filed in the 
office of the dlerk of the county. 

The refusal or neglect of a person duly 
elected to an office to file his official oath 
or bond within the time prescribed by law 
creates a vacancy as soon as the term for 
which he was elected commences, which 
may be filled by the proper appointing 
power. (People vs. Taylor, 57 Cal. 620.) 

Sub. 21 of sec. 25 of the statutes and 
amendments to the Code of California, 
known as the County Government Act, 


provides that the board of supervisors |. 


may fill by appointment all vacancies that 
may occur in any office except those of 
judge of the Superior Court and super- 
visor, the appointee to hold office for the 
unexpired term.

DR. CHAPMAN'S MEETINGSY™ 


THE SECOND DAY OF THE UNION 
SERVICES. 


Large Congregations at Both the Aft- 
ernoon and Evening Exercises— 
roe Two Eloquent Sermons 
Delivered. 


- Yesterday was the second day of the 
union services, at the First Presbyterian 
Church, conducted by Dr. E. S. Chap- 
man. Large audiences were present both 
afternoon and evening, and the services 
were most impressive. Dr.. Chapman is 
not a sensational evangelist, but he holds 
the attenticn of his audiences by hib strong 
and decided personality. At the afternoon 
meeting he spoke upon the ‘Ministry of 
the Holy Spirit,“ which will be bis sub- 
ject at the afternoon meetings of the 
week. 

The services were opened with a half 
hour of prayer and song, conducted by 
the pastor, Rev. Burt Estes Howard, after 
which Dr. Chapman took charge. cS 

He spoke first of the importance of his 
subject, and the care with which it should 
be treated, and after telling of his early 
experiences in the ministry, and his real- 


ization of the utter impotency and help- | 
lessness of men, apart from the divine 


spirit, to lead souls to Christ, he came to 
the subject of the afternoon, taking as 
his theme, the basis that the work to 


which Christians are called is as divine 


as the work of the Savior. Thfs assertion, 
Dr. Chapman said, had shocked a great 
many people, but he hoped to make it 
plain, if his hearers would give it careful 
consideration. 

It was divine,“ said the speaker, to 
reveal the truth of God. The men who 
wrote the Bible could not have done it 
without the inspiration of the Holy Spirit. 
‘It is just as divine to take any one of 
these truths to win souls to Christ, but 
this is made possible, also, only by the 
aid of the Holy, Spirit. The Bible is a 
sword, but it is as ineffective as the 
sword lying idle in the scabbard, unless 
the Holy Spirit takes it, and gives it 
power. We are called to a work which 
the Lord Jesus Himself declared was as 
great as His own, and while He calls us, 
He promises us the same power which He 
possessed. The same in kind, and the same 
in degree. Christ had all He needed, so 
shall we. And, having been told this, we 
should create a need. God has promised 
to supply it. Have you realized the vast- 
ness of this promise? a 

The great mystery of the seriptures 
is the mystery of the God head. We can- 
not understand it, perhaps we néver will. 
But we know there are three persons in 
the.God head, and the teachings of the 
scriptures all go to show that Christ was 
sent to earth by the Holy Spirit. When 
He entered upon His ministry it was in 
the strength of the Holy Spirit that He 
performed miracles, in the power of the 
Holy Spirit that He taught. Let these 
‘truths’ go into your hearts. They are for- 
gotten truths, overlooked truths. We 
think of Jesus Christ in His own person, 
but the blood of God declares that He 
wrought in the spirit of the Holy Ghost. 
No work was spoken of until He received 
this spirit. When He was baptized, the 
spirit of God descended like a dove and 
dwelt upon Him. 

Ahough He was the Son of God, He 
did not go into the wilderness to be 
tempted of the devil, until He had received 
his power. Then He vanquished His 
enemy and ours, as we may vanquish him 
if we will. As Christ proceeded in His 
ministry. was done by the 


strength of this Holy Spirit, Which was 
| given Him by baptism, and by o 


ience 


to death. In the first instance He re- 


‘ceived it unto Himself, in the second He 


received it for us, and when He left the 
earth He did not take this gift away with 
Him. He left us this privilege, and de- 
clared that the. work His followers should 
do was as divine as His own, because they, 
like Him, might receive this blessed power 
of the Holy Ghost.“ 

EVENING SESSION. 

At the evening session Dr. Chapman 
spoke from the words found in I. Corin- 
thians, vii. 29: Time is short.” i 

Time,“ said the speaker, is so pre- 
cious in God's estimation, that He gives 
us only one moment at a time, and that 


loses a fractional part of a second. God is 
never behind time. Scientists will tell us 
just the clock tick when the sun will rise. 
Hundreds of years before His coming the 
immaculate conception of Christ was 
prophesied. Nations rose and fell, but at 
the precise moment, the angel stood before 
the Virgin Mary. Christ was born just 
in time, was baptized, entered upon His 
work always on time. 

“Time is so precious in God's estimation 
that He has always assigned to everything 
its proper time. Now is the accepted time, 
and now is the time of salvation, and time 
is short. We have only a short time to 
bear the hardships of life, as compared 
with eternity. Only a short time, at the 
longest, for the great works of life. 

Let us look at it a moment. Take the 
ordinary span of a man’s life three score 
and ten years. When we realize that one- 
third is spent im sleep and deduct one-third 
for wakeful infancy, and illness, there is 
only one-third left. Then there is the time 
which is wasted. How many years do peo- 
ple spend in doing things which never 
should have been done at all? And more 
goes trying to repair the wrong. Fully 
one-half of the remaining third must be 
deducted for blunders, leaving just one- 
sixth for the struggles and work of life. 
What shall we do with this time? 

In the first place we have got to secure 
salvation of soul, and we must accept this 
when God invites us. That is not all, we 
must also build up an exalted Christian 
character, and it takes years to make a 
noble, Christian man. It takes sowing 
and reaping, toil and building. Then we 
have to acquaint ourselves with God's 
Book.. It took 1500 years to prepare it, 
how much do we know of it? Oh, we 
have no time to waste, no time to lose! 

“We have to influence others. This is 


God's appointed way. He did not have

THE FIELD OF ELECTRICITY. 


FACTS ABOUT TELEPHONY ro- 
DAY AND TOMORROW. 


Electricity at the Plow — Electrical 
Energy from Peat —Glass for 
Electrical Waork—Timing 


NEW YORK, dan. 5, 1895.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The situation in the tele- 
phone industry has of late been made ex- 
tremely interesting by the voiding of the 
Berliner patent, which was one of the 
safeguards ot the monopoly ot the trans- 
mitter operating under the principle of 
variable pressure. A great y people 
have been swift to assume that the whole 
art has been freed from roya!*ies and con- 
trol; but this ig obviously far from the 
truth. The parent company has, it is 
said by those Who know, secured some 
2000 patents during its existence the past 
seventeen years, and it may be safe to 
grant that many of them are valuable for 
offence and defense. One for example, un- 
der which suits are already being brought, 
covers the useref the transmitter induc- 
tion coil in connection with the movable 
Now, this 
combination is found in pretty well all the 
transmitter boxes on the market. The 
magneto itself is free, but the combina- 
tion is not. And so it goes through a 
vast range of specific apparatus and of 
clever arrangements for better service 
around which hag grown up a great sys- 
tem of some eight hundred exchanges all 
over the country, with long-distance lines 
spanning the continent, all representing 
a cash investment far more than equal 
to the telegraph. But, although so much 
deen done tw nedge in the ari, the 
spirit of American invention is quick to 
find loopholes and outlets, so that at the 
present moment at least two score com- 
peting companies are in the field with ap- 
paratus of more or less merit. A few are 
applying themselves to exchange work 
many to that of furnishing instruments 
for use in „ stores, factories, etc. 
The last — of the American Bell 
people showed less than six hundred thou- 
sand instruments for use, or less than one 
for every hundred of the population. New 
York city, with 2,000,000 people, has only 
10,500 telephones, and among the 3.500, 
000 within its radius there are but 25,000. 
Evidently these figures do not represent 
either the needs or the capacity. of the 
country; and now that the art is in a 


‘messure set at liberty, we shall see a 


great advance. It is predicted that the 
telegraph is likely to be adversely affected 
to some extent, and that speaking tubes 
will go, while. large hotels, instead, of 
the present cumbrous annunciator' system 
will have a telephone in every guest 
chamber. Whether a great struggle will 
arise over the central exchange business 
remains to be seen. Many of the local 
companies have already fortified theme 
sleves by going underground and monop- 
—— the conduit rights in their territo- 
ELECTRICITY AT THE PLOW. 

It is a good many years since the 
first attempts were made in Germany to 
apply electricity as a motive power in 
plowing. The experiment was in reality 
quite successful, but there seemed no 
way then of greatly simplifying the ap- 
paratus or ot. rendering the method cheap. 
Recently some remarkable improvements 
have been made in electric plows, and the 
problem of supplying current also nears 
solution. In the work done hitherto the 
trouble has chiefly consisted in getting 
from the generator to the motor that 
drives the plow... This is met by mounting 

y clamps, e rollers following | read- 
ily the — of the plow. This 
is not all, Rowen. A, chain is stretched 
along the line of furrow and anchored at 
each end. This chain winds on and off a 
drum on the motor plow. At the end of 
a furrow the motor is reversed by a 
switch, the anchors are shifted a space 
quickly, and the work goes stedily on. 
The cost at Halle, was found in these 
trials to be surprisingly small, and allow- 
ing every change only amounted to half 
that for animal power. As to the methods 
of placing such a system within the reach 
of farmers, it is suggested that they should 
associate together just as they do in 
creamery work. It has also been pointed 
out that there is a great demand for light 
electric railways in rural districts, and 
that nothing would be easier than to tap 
the railway circuits for all the power re- 
quired. The waste of animal energy in 
farm operations is one of the marvels of 
the close of the nineteenth century. 


ELECTRICAL ENERGY FROM REAT. 

It is pretty well known that the dyna- 
mos which furnish current for lights, 
street-cars, etc., are driven by steam 


engines, gas engines, water-wheels, and |. 


other prime movers, but it is not so well 
understood that the great charm of elec- 
tricity to many economists is its aid in 
utilizing a number of waste and by 
products. For example, a great many 
saw-mills get their light and power by 
burning up their own shavings under the 
boilers, while many coal mines are now 
using up their own culm piles, thus pre- 
venting the further accumulation of the 
vast mounds that distinguish coal regions. 
Another scheme, more or less practised, 
is the consumption of city refuse, while 
bolder but less practical ones aim at the

to derive electrical energy from peat. 
It appears that in the United Kingdom 
there are no fewer than six million acres 
of peat ef an average depth of twelve 
feet. The total extent of peat in Ire- 
land is 2,830,000 acreés,or about one-sev- 
enth of the whole area of the Emerald 
Isle. As the fuel value of raw peat is, 
compared with coal, about one to six, and, 
as the quantity in  Treland is reckoned. 
equivalent to 470,000,000 tons of coal, that 
at 12 shillings a ton represents the gi- 
gantic value of £280,000,000 «sterling. It 
will surprise many Irishmen to find their 
country so rich. Anyhow, the availability 
of peat as fuel is beyond dispute. Little 
Holland uses about 280,000 tons a year, 
and in Sweden som: thirty thousand tons 
are used as fuel in metallurgical opera- 
tions. Mr. Munro suggests that nothing 
could be better for Ireland and Scotland 
than to convert their peat bogs into elec- 
tricity for light, heat and power. He 
says: Just as in the case of N 
where electric power is to be sent to the 
city of Buffalo by wire,.so in the High- 
lands and Ireland it could be distributed 
to work railways and to the nearest towns 
and villages; and Oban, Inverness or even 
Glasgow might derfve both light and 
energy from what is now the dark, inert 
and dismal Moor of Rannoch.“ It is be- 
lieved that such measures might do much 
to keep the Highlanders in their ances- 
tral home and prevent the Irish from 
further expatriatioecn. 
ELECTRIC COOKING. — 
Electric cooking is making. considerable 
headway, and at present engages the fancy 
of fashionable.
